WHEN THE LIGHTS WENT OUT. 


A graphic account of the torpedoing of the 
troop ship was given by James Alsom Puring- 
ton, a University undergraduate of New 
Hampshire, serving with the 2h Regiment of 
Foresters.

on the upper deck at about 6 o'clock on Tues 
‘day afternoon, when a torpedo struck them on 
i the starbeard.

Another matter is the Food Controller's com- 
laint of the ineufficiency of the fines imposed 
or breaches of his Orders. Does he think that 
local magistrates presiding at country Petty 
Sessions Courts, connected by many ties with 
the . town shopkeeper, are going to impose 
heavy penalties on their friends and relations? 
If he does, he is mistaken. The Government 
has the remedy in ite own hands. Let it fix 
the penalties—the minimum, say, £5, and the 
maximum £100—or let the hearing be before a 
Resident Magistrate, and debar local Justices 
from taking part in proceedings. Should the 
magistrates think that the offence does not 
warrant so severe a penalty, they could recom- 
mend a memorial to the Food Controller or

THE DESTRUCTION OF RATS.

Sir,—As Lord Kilmaine, in his letter to the 
lrish isons points out, the destruction of rats, 
to be effective, must be carried out in a wholesale 

and systematic manner. The Local Government 
Board should make an order requiring owners 
or occupiers to officially notify to the sanitary 
authorities of their district the fact of the exisi- 
ence of rats on their land or premises, and a 
fine not exceeding £5 should be imposed in each 
case for neglect of such notification. Local 

authorities have at present full power to expend 

the rates for the destruction of rats, but no 
machinery is provided for enabling these 
authorities to become cognisant of their exist- 
ence. 

This matter was considered at the annual con. 
ference of the Association of Municipal Authori- 
ties of Ireland, held in Limerick last year, and a 
resolution was adopted, and a copy sent to the 
Irish Local Government Board.—Yours, ete..

He believed he 
was not committing any breach of confidence 
in stating that the hopes of a satisfactory 
seitiement of the Irish question by the Irish 
Convention were very bright. He appealed to 
Mr. Robins to withdraw his resolution, as the 
Convention should get a fair opportunity of 


working out a settlement. 


fr. Robins eaid the Sinn Friners were not 
anxious to see the Convention fail, but, on the 
contrary, hoped it would arrive at a solution 
to all Irishmen.
